For as 
vnions haue their name in latine , be- 
caule they are found one by one, & ne- 
uer more at once, ſo teares muſt be ſhed 
ealily one by one,& not bee poured out 
al at once, Seneca faith, that which we 
maſt do daily, we muſt doe moderatlie. 
Therfore though.we cannot quite ſto 

the blouly iſſue of our tears, at the lea 
wile we muſt be ſparing,and weepe fo to 
day,as we may weep to morow, & keep 
ſomtears alwaies in ſtore,reſeruing | the

And Ierome yet more ve- 
hemently, p I doe from my heart deteſt 
all exceſsiue ſorrowe , ſeeing it is a very 
hell ypon earth,and an entrance euen in 
this life, into that wofull place where 
there 1s nothing but weeping & gnaſh- 
ing of tecth. 'V Vherefore immoderate 
wee ng is condemned, in nature,which 
reacheth all thinges ; in reaſon , yyhich 
reacheth all men ; in religion,which tea- 
chethall Chriſtians, That we muſt not 
weepe too much, Thus much of wee- 
ping too mach, which is the firſt part ;

N Owe alittle of weeping too little, 
which is the ſecond part, But Weepe. 
They to whom Chriſt heare ſpeaketh, 
offended in the exceſſe, Therefore hee 
beginneth thus, Weepe not. But I may wel 
ſhift the words, 8 begin thus. But Weepe. 
For wee offend, commonly in the want 
of weeping,ſeldome in th'exceſle. The 
reaſon is, _ wee lacke loue,which 
being three-folde ; towards our {clues ; 
towards our neighbour; towards God; 
the greateſt worke of loue towardes our 
ſclues is repentance ; towards our neigh- 
bour ———_— towards CJod is pray- 
er. And all theſe require ſome teares. So 

that if we weepe o little as thatwe wee 
not at all, wee weepe too little, VV hich 
we muſt not doe, For firſt, touching re- 
pentance one ſayes truly,q The leſter our 
{orrowes are, the greater are our {innes, 
But onth'other ſide, the heads of Dra- 
gcns arc broken in the waters r, that is, 
very {trong and vile {innes are weakned 

and waſht away with tears, Thatobli 

tion which was againſt vs {before A ad 
en 
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beenfaſtned tothe croſſe of Chriſt, was 
engroſſed in parchment. Nowe it is but 


| ſcribledin paper. So that if wee b.urre it 


daily with vveeping vpon it, our teares 
will be like Aqua fortis, to take out the 
hand-writing quite & cleane, that Cod 
ſhall neither read nor (ee our fin, VVhe 
Alexander had read a long and tedious 
Epiſtle written vnto him by Antipater, 
= wark were diuersaccuſations againſt 
his mother Olympias, VVhar, faies he, 
meethinks Antipater knoweth nor, that 
one little teare of a mother vvill eaſilic 
blot out many Epiltles (*) . And cer- 
tainly,the tearesnot only of Gods mo- 
wy ba cuen of euery child of God,wil 
much moreeaſily blot out the memory 
of many ſins, though they were before, 
like the ſins of Iada, written wih a pen 
of yron,and grauen with the poynt of a 
Diamond (*), Therefore faith Alcui- 
nus,t VVee muſt waſh our harts in the 
troubled Poole of Betheſda (u) in the 
troubled teares of repentance. For as in 
a vvell,cxcept there be ſome water in it 
we cannot eaſily {ce the baggage thar li- 
eth in the bottom: ſo in the Gon of the 
heart without teares wee cannot ſee our 

ſinnes.

tovs. God not ſeeing them forgiues 
them, and we ſeeing themamend them, 
Plinie writeth, that the teares of Vine- 
branches do cure the leproſie, x And (o 
the teares of thoſe Vine branches which 
are graited into the true Vine, doe cure 
the leproſie of fin, S. Auſtin witneſſeth, 
that the Eagle feeling his wings heauie, 
plungeth the in a fountaine, & ſo renu- 
eth his ſtrength y, After the ſame ſort, a 
Chriſtian feeling the heauie burthen of 
his ſins, batherh himſelfe in a fountaine 
of teares,and ſo waſhing of the old man, 
which is the body of ſin, is made young 
againe,and luſtie asan Eagle. T bat {in- 
ful woman (z) becauſe ſhe loued much, 
therfore ſhe waſht Chriſtes feet with her 
teares. A ſtrange ſight . I haue often- 
times ſeene the heauen waſh the earth, 
But I neuer before ſawe the earth waſhe 
the heauen ; yethere I ſee it. Ancarthly 
& a {in{ull woman waſheth the heauen- 
ly feet of Chriſt. But becauſe ſhee waſht 
Chriſts feete with her teares, therefore 
Chriſt crowned herhead with his mer- 
cies. 1 heprodigall child had no ſooner 


returned 
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returned home by weeping croſle ( as 
we ſay) and cryedpeccaui, bur ſtraight- 
waies hee was receiued, Loe yee vyhat 
force there is in three ſillabls.a For God 
hearing a ſinner in true contrition vtter 
but this one word of 3. fillables, peccaut, 
E haue ſinned, b is in a maner ſo charm- 
ed & inchaunted with it, that he hathno 
power ouer himſelf,he cannot but grant 
remiſsion,-S, Peter likewiſe though he 
were an old man in yeeres, yet hee wasa 
very child, anda prodigall child in wee- 
pins, Andas his faith was ſo great, that 
ie leapt into:a ſea of waters ro come to 

Chriſt, ſo-his repentance was fo great; 
that he leaptinto a ſea of tears when hee 
went from Chriſt. He wept ſo bitterly,as 
Clemens Romanusteſtineth, that there 
were gutters and furrowes in his tace, 
made with thoſe teares which trickled 
downe his cheokes. And therefore ſayes 
Cyril,c hee recouered thatplace by be- 
wayling his offence, which hee had loſt 
by denying his maiſter, For faith Nazi- 
anzen,d God is more mercitul the man 
can be ſinfull ; it hee will be ſorrowtull. 
VVherfore wee may {ce by theſe exam- 
ples,of the ſinful woman; of the prodi-

to death they are diſcharged ; Deathas 
anaſle, doth bear theſe burdens for the. 
O bleſſed, bleſſed be our Lorde, which 
hath ſo difarmed death that hee cannot 


do vs any hurt, no-more thena Bee can

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which hath no ſting ; nay rather it doth 
vs much good,as the braſen ſerpent did 
the Iſraclites ; which hath ſo diſmasked 
death,that it cannot make vs afraide,no 
more then aſcarbug can which hathno 
vizard ; nay rather asan aſſe beareth his 
maiſters burdens, ſo death caſcth & re- 
freſheth vs. This hath Chriſt doone by 
his death, Hee that felleth a tree yppon 
which the ſun ſhineth, may well cut the 
tree, but cannot hurt the ſunne. Hee that 

oureth water yppon yron which is red 

ote,may well quench the heate, but he 
cannot hurt the yron, And fo Chriſt the 
Sun of righteouſnes did drive away the 
ſhadowe of death ; and as glowing yron 
was too hote and too hard a morſell for 
death todigeſt. All the while Adam did 
eate any other fruite which GOD gaue 
himleaue to cat,he wasnouriſhed by it, 
but when he had taſted of the forbidden 
tree,he periſhed. Right ſo death had free 
leaue to deuoure any other man, Chriſt 
onely excepted, but when it wentabourt 
to deſtroy Chriſt, then it was deſtroyed 
it ſelfe, Thoſe barbarous people called 
Cannibals which feed anelie yponrawe 
fleſhe, eſpecially of men, if they happen

Euen ſothe 
right Canniball, the onely deuourer of | * 
all man-kind, Death I meane, taſting of 
Chriſtes fleſh, and finding it not to bee 
rawe, ({uch as it vyas vſed to cate) but 
wholſome and heauenly meate indeede, 
preſently tooke a furfer of it, and within 
three dates dyed. For euen as when Iu- 
das hai recemet a ſop at Chritts hande, 
anon after his bowels guſhed out,in like 
ſort Death,being ſo ſaucie as to ſnatch a 
ſop (as it were) of Chriſtes fleſhe, and a 
little bitte of his body, was by and by, 
like Iudas,choked and ſtrangled with it, 
and faineto yeelde it vp againe, vyhen 
Chriſt on Eaſter day reu.ued. Death I 
wiſle had not bin brought vp ſo daintily 
before, nor vied to ſuch maner of meat, 
but alyvayes had raucned- either vvith 
Mithridates daughter ypon the poyſon 
of ſinne, or elſe with Noahs crow, vpon 
the carrion of corruption, VVheretore 
nowe ſajes Fuigentius, e Death-dydin- 
deede taſte of Chriſt, but coulde nor 
fwallowe him vp, nor digeſt him.

But thankes 
bee to God,all the better for vs. VVhen' 
the ſunne went backward ten degrees in 
the dial,the Ezechias went forward 1 F.'

So that wee may ſay with the Pſalmilſt, 
Our ſoule is eſcaped as a bird our of the 
ſnare of the fouler, the ſnare is broken 8 
we aredelivered , Arnobius vpon theſe 
wordes inthe pſalme x, Deſvit not the 
work of thine own hands, writeth thus, 
VVe are the work of thine own hands, 
ſceing wee are thy workmanſhippe (y). 
Now becauſe the worl: of thy hands was 
deſtroyed by the worke of our handes, 
therforewere thy handes nayled to the 
croſle for our ſinnes. That thoſe hands 
of thine might repaire againe the worke 
of thy handes by the tree of the croſle, 
which was deſtroyed by the tree of con- 
cupiſcence, Thus far Amobius. V Vher- 
by wee may _ that the fruit of the 
tree of knowledge of good and euil,is e- 
uil, thatis death, but the fruit of the tree 
of life,that is of the cros of Chriſt,is life, 
VVhen Alexander had throwen downe 
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the walles of the T hebes,Phryne a har- 
lot promiſed that ſhe wouldat her own | 
charges repaire them againe, ſo that the 
Cittizens woulde ſuffer this title to bee 
grauen vpon the gate, Alexander hath 
throwen them downe , but Phryne hath 
raiſed thz vp (2).

owne well ; then for thy Cammels, To 
let thy fountaines flow foorth , and th 

rigers of water inthe ſtreets. Thou mu 

firſt pledge Chriſt in his cup,and drinke 
one a. draught of tears for thy ſelfe, 
and then thou mailt drink to others at- 
terwarde, For if thine eye bee ſingle, all 
thy body is ful of light, But if thou haue 
a beame in thine owne eye,8& yet woul- 
deſt take a mote out of thy brothers cie, 
all thy body is full of darknes, VV heras 
the way were firſt to weep out,and waſh 
out that great beame which is in thine 
owne 
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owne eye,thatſo thine eye beeing more 
ſingle,thou maiſt ſee cleerly to take out 
alittle mote out of thy brothers eye.O- 
therwiſe thou ſhalt be like thoſe hags or 
fayries (calledin Latine Lamie) ovhich 
we haue heard of in olde time, who ( as 
they ſay) could ſeewell enough abroad, 
but when they came home, vſed to put 


| vp their eyes ina boxe. And then Chriſt 


will ay to thee, as heedidto oneelſe 
where , Goe to thine oWne houſe c. Doe 
not pry into other mens faultes abroad, 
and put yp thineeyes in a boxe vyhen 
thou art at home, but rather ſhut thine 
eyes abroade, and open them at home. 
Bee notlike Crates Thebanus,who was 
called adoore opener d, becauſe hee vied 
toruſhinto every other mans houſe, & 
there to finde fault with whatſocuer was 
amiſle ; butrather looke to thine owne 
houſe, looke to thine owne hart, weepe 
for thine owne life, weepe for thine own 
ſclfe. Many doe turne Chriſtes, ſed vos 
pro vobis, into Virgils, fc vos non Vobis. 
They can ſtumble at a ſtrawe, and leape 
ouer a block. They can ſwallowe a Ca- 
mell, and {traine a gnat. Though theyr 
owne backes be ſurcharged and _ 
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den vvith ill fauoured lumpes of finne, 
like Camels bunches , yet theyr backes 
are broade enough to beare all that,they 
never feele it,they makesno bones of it, 
they can ſwallowe it downe very vvell 
without any drinke of tears, But if they 
ſee no more then a little gnat ſitting vp- 
ontheir brothers coate, by and by they 
finde a hole in his coat, they muſt needs 
(for-ſooth) weep for it, & alvvaies vrge 
it, and preſſe it yery ſore, and ſtrayne it 
through their teares, Such are the wic- 
ked ignorant Browniſts, and other lyke 
fatious Nouices of thisage , They tell 
vs they vveepe dailie for the ruine of 
Syon , and for the deſolation of our 
Church. But our Church aunſvereth 
them, as ſhee hath heard her ſpouſe Te- 
ſus Chriſtfay in a like caſe , Y YVeepe not 
for mee, but weepe for your ſelues. 1,layes 
our Church, was never more glorious 
inthys realme of Englande heeretofore 
(c), never amlyke to be hereafter,then 
Iamat thys day, And there isno one 
= of dodrine or diſcipline yyhich 
am willing to maintaine , .that hath 
not rs Ao within this forty yeres 
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enamuled with the very blood of as ble(- 
ſed faints, our owne deere countrimen, 
as holy martyrs as cuer did holdevp in- 
nocent hands to God. Therefore Weepe | 
not for mee, but Weepe for your ſelues. You 
indeede haue departed, not onely from 
this church,of which you make ſo light, 
but alſo from the Primitiue Church, of 
which you talke ſo much, The order of 
the Primitive Church is ſet down in the 
Aasf, They continued daily with one 
accord inthe temple, & breaking bread 
at home,did eate their meate together 
with gladnes and ſinglenes of hart, So 
then 1n the primitiue Church they con- 
tinued dailie with one accorde in the 
temple ; you run out of the temple,and 
refuſe to pray vvith vs. In the Primitive 
Church,they did breake bread at home, 
you breake peace abroadce. In the Pri- 
mitiue Church, they did eate their meat 
together with gladnes andſingleneſle of 
| heart ; you have turnd all ſinglenes into 
| ſingularitie. You (fajes our Church to 
the Browniſts) you are thoſe Donatiſts | 
of whom Saint Auſtin ſpeaketh g, vvho 
by their impious _—_— would take 
away from vscuecnthe Lords prayer.So 
: would 
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woulde the Frowniſts. You are thoſe 
Neſtorians of whom Caſsianus ſpeak- 
eth h, yyho becauſe they will not bee as 
all men are, therfore would haue al men 
be as they are. So would the Brownitts. 
You are thoſe SeRaries cf whom Nazi- 
anzen ſpeaketh , yvho make a ſtirre a- 
bout matters of nv importance very vn- 
learnedly, and yet very impudcertly. So 
doe the Browniſts, You are. thoſe ſchil- 
matikes of whom Ireneus ſpeaketh k, 
vvho for light and trifling quarrels, rent 
and teare the greatand hr body of 
Chriſt. So doe the Browniſts. You are 
thoſe Luciferians of whom Saint Ierom 
ſpeaketh |, who make ita common word 
intheir mouthes to {ay that the Church 
is now becom a ſtews. So fay the Brow- 
nilts, 

You are thoſe heretikes of yyhom 
Bearnard ſpeaketh,who fay that all vve, 
or at the leaſt-wiſe the moſt part of vs 
whichare of the Church, are no better 
then dogges or hoggs.So ſay the Brow: 
niſts. You are thoſe Audians of vvhom 
| Epiphanius ſpeaketh , yyho being bu- 
{1e-bodies themſclues , and Biſhops in 
other mens dioces, yet think much that

bearerule intheir owne dioces, So doe 
the Browniſts. You are thoſemurmu- 
rers againſt Moyſes of whom.
